2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reasons 
for allowance were given in the previous office action. In addition, the examiner 
would like to compare newly found art Han et al with the claimed invention. Han 
teaches a plate with a handle and fulcrum extending from one side and a hole 
extending through the plate also an engaging piece extending from an end for 
engagement with a support frame. However, Han does not disclose a power supply 
or a rivet.
